#f leaving he farmer entirely to his 
own resources in securing himself 
against losses ffom hail, True, the bill 
propeses to repeal the Hail Insurance 
act of 1910 and to allow private com- 
panies to take hail insurance risks 
within the province. 

Nevertheless the new act provides 
that no company shall carry on the 
business of insurance against loss or 
injury te. crops by hail, excepting with 
the approval of the lieutenaygt-scvernor 
in-council. Subject to such approval 
any such company may, upon comply- 
ing with the provisions of the Com- 
panies’ Ordinance cr the Foreign Com- 
panies Ordinance, carry on such busi- 
ness in Alberta during the period for 
which such approval may be given.
